The printing of the stamps is be- 
ing undertaken in England by 
three firms—the 1d. and 2d. val- 
ues by Messrs Bradbury Wilkin- 
son & Co. Ltd.; the 142d. and Is. 
denominations by Messrs Harrison 
& Sons Ltd., and the remainder by 
Messrs Waterlow & Sons Ltd. All 
the stamps are being printed by 
the intaglio process except the 
144d and Is. values which are be- 
ing produced by collogravure. It 
is expected that the stamps will 
be on sale at all Post Offices from 
the 1st March, 1946. 

The Harrison printings will bear 
a plate number only, the Water- 
low printings will show the im- 
print only in the centre of the 
bottom selvedge, and the Brad- 
bury printings will show the im- 
print and plate number on the 
bottom left-hand corner of the 
sheets. 

As in the case of some previous 
special issues, a descriptive book- 


let regarding the stamps will be] ] 


available to interested persons. A 
limited number of special first- 
day covers will be provided also, 
as well as a supply of a folder 
suitable for the mounting of the 
stamps for presentation or collec- 
tion purposes. The booklets, covers 
and folders will be issued free. 

The 1d, 2d., 6d. and 8d. values 
will be suitably overprinted for 
use in Niue, Cook Islands and 
Western Samoa. 

None of the stamps will be over- 
printed for official use. 

When the Peace stamps are is- 
sued, the remaining value (14d.) 
of the Centennial series will be 
withdrawn from sale.

FINAL FIGURES ON 
ROOSEVELT SALE 


From H. R. Harmer, Inc. 
and from other sources we 
have the final figures on the 
sale of the Roosevelt stamps 
at the first three sessions on 
Feb. 4th and 5th. 


Lots 1 to 291 in the first ses- 
sion brought $82,500. The large 
and small die proofs alone 
bringing $53,000. 


Total for the three sessions 
was $134,610 which happens 
to be practically $35,000 more 
than the appraised _ selling 
price for the entire collection 
and there is yet to be sold a 
large part of the collection in 
April. 


One wonders if so called stamp 
appraisers have any actual 
knowledge about such matters. 

An unidentified South 
American bidder ran the block 
of four 60r Bulls Eye Brazil 
up to $1609.00 before getting 
the lot. These stamps list $40 
each in the catalogue. Highest 
priced lotinthe sale was the

The controversial proofs which 
some authorities state should not 
have been placed on sale as the 
private property of the estate 
brought well over $50,000, the fig- 
ure roughly being $53,425.00. Some 
of the high marks in this section 
were the set of 1c to $5 1894 Large 
Die Proofs, with a catalog value 
of $165.00 that went for $800: the 
Pan-American set of similar na- 
ture, which far from being scarce, 
usually sells at auction between 
$40 and $50, bringing $200: the 
Large Die Proofs of the 1902 ser- 
ies to the $5 reaching $2100.00. 

The Louisiana proofs brought 
$650.00, the Jamestown $575, the 
short set of 1908, 1c to 50c, $950, 
and the unique Panama-Pacifiec 
set $1000. The Bicentennial _ set, 
also unique, sold at $1200. The 
proof’s showing the Newburgh and 
Chicago stamps in various states 
of production, something that we 
have editorially felt should most 
certainly not have been in a pri- 
vate collection, as they are appar- 
ently Government property sold 
at the high prices of $1050 for the 
Newburgh, $1100 for the 1c Chica- 
go and $1200 for the 3c Chicago.

One, for Thuringen, 
comprises four values, in three 


designs. The 5pf., green, is a 
pictorial, with the rising sun 
showing over mountains and 


through a group of trees, The 
6pf., dark green, and 8pf., red- 
orange, bear the posthorn and 
envelope, and the 12pf., rose, 
bears a head of Schiller, the 
poet. Another set bears only the 
numeral, with ‘“‘post” at the top. 
Values, variously perforated or 


imperforate, are: 4pf., blue. 
gray., 5pf., green; 6pf., purple; 
8pf., ochre; 10pf., gray; 12pf., 


red; 20pf., dark blue, and 30pf., 


maize.

YOAKUM TEXAS 

From Wilsom Macha we receive 
the following brief notes about 
Yoakum. It was founded by B. F. 
Yoakum who was also founder of 
the S A P Railroad. Located mid- 
way between San Antonio and 
Houston it is a hub city with 
good highways leading out in all 
directions. In days past Yoakum 
was also a railroading center but 
changing times has shifted this 
industry elsewhere. Population of 
about 5000. In the center of a fer- 
tile district that raises mostly 
Tomatoes, Cotton and Peanuts. 
Each year at the time of the To- 
mato Harvest a “Tom Tom” cele- 
bration is held. About a hundred 
car loads of tomatoes are shipped 
at this time. Yoakums largest in- 
dustry is the Texas Tanning and 
Mfg. Co And is one of the larger 
firms in this line in the Southwest. 
Payroll runs about 700. Items pro- 
duced are mainly Collars, Belts, 
Saddles, and Bill Folds. The pre- 
cancels of Yoakum are not plenti- 
ful. A  rubberhandstamp'§ type 
U-43 was used at one time which 
your editor has not seen. Current 
type is the U-122 and is found 
mostly on the various le denom- 
inations including the le War 
Issue.

During 1934 the P. M. G., James M. Farley made a practice 
of presenting the President with the first sheet of each new issue 
as it came off the press, so stating in an appropriate dated inscrip- 
tion in the green ink he always used, and the President added his 
autograph “Franklin D. Roosevelt” and year date 1934 to each 
sheet. 


(The Mother’s Day sheet we offer was noted as being the 
second sheet off the press, and was presented appropriately to Mrs. 





Franklin D. Roosevelt, who placed it in the President's collection.)

CRACKED BRAINED POSTAL EMPLOYEES HATE ROOSEVELT 
Not a week goes by but what we are recipients of one or sev- 
eral covers from readers who have gone to much expense and given 
considerable time to preparing covers which they send in to Wash- 
imgton for first day cancels, and which covers when they are re- 
turned to the senders are so filthy and foul that no self respecting 
Bi we collector would think of putting them in a collec- 

tion. All this despite orders from the Post- 
master General that such methods of cancelling as 
the old “SPUD” should no longer be used when 
there is necessity for additional cancel to actually 
cancel any stamp that may have been missed by 
the machine. In this instance before us now, a Chi- 
cago lady prepared two covers, for the Roosevelt 
set on cover, complete. She very carefully placed 
a 1, 2 and 3c stamp with plate number on her cov- 
ers and left room for applying the 5c value in the 
upper corner. These covers were run through the 
machine canceler at. Washington and the machine 
cancel was satisfactorily applied so that each 
stamp bore enough cancellation to make a true 
of the four stamps were tied together under the

@ancel and each 
one cancel. 

There was positively no need for any further cancel on any of 
these covers, yet some DIRTY ROOSEVELT HATER of which there 
is ample evidence at times that there are many alive today who are 
too damned ignorant to realize that this man is destined to become 
one of the immortals in world history, deliberately used either his 
thumb or a Spud to deliberately smear one of the covers by blot- 
ting out the face of the President on two of the stamps and not 
Satisfied with doing that he deliberately smeared a smudge of black 
over a picture of the President which was printed on the left side 
of the envelope. 

On the other cover which bore no picture of Roosevelt the same 
man doubtless, smeared the Roosevelt picture on two of the stamps 
and smeared the lower edge of the 5c stamp and the lc stamp at 
the top of the cover. 

We do not blame collectors for being irked at this kind of pos- 
tal service. We have seen thousands of covers from Foreign coun- 
tries in all parts of the world, covers dating from 1840 on up to date 
but never in all our recollections have we seen any foreign covers 
which are so deliberately smeared up and mistreated as are many 
of the first day covers that come to our office. 

It makes us boil to see these things and there has been enough 
shown us in Roosevelt covers to make us feel that much of the 
destruction is due to lame brained postal employees who dislike 
Mr. Roosevelt for reasons they themselves could not explain if 
called upon to do so. 

We fully realize that this tirade against such methods of can- 
celing may do little or no good in cleaning up a situation which is 
a disgrace to the entire postal service. 

Our best advice to all who have received covers which are so 
mistreated as has been these covers is that each and every one of 
you mail all such covers to Postmaster General Robert E. Hannegan 
with a violent letter of protest against such cancelling methods. We 
feel confident that there must be a large number of such covers each 
time a new stamp is issued for we see so many complaints and if 
each and every person who gets covers of this type would send them 
on to Washington with a vigorous protest, eventually something 
might be done to clear up such a situation. 

It might be noted that the two covers in question were to a 
Chicago address. It is entirely possible that the covers left Wash- 
ington, in fact we do believe they left Washington in perfect con- 
dition and since we are so familiar with the past reputation of the 
Chicago Postoffice for smear cancels, we would as soon believe that 
this smear work was the deliberate act of a Chicago office employee.

I buy stamps for two reasons, 
(1) I collect them, (2) it’s one of 
my hobbies.

jugs, beer mugs, cut glass, anti- 
ue furniture, match folders, bct- 
e caps, canary feathers, au‘o- 
graphs, ete. If the item collected 
any value whatever, some- 








per as often happens, or it may 
be $40,000.00 per as has happened. 

Being a poor man’s son, art 
galleries and librararies are past 
my reach. Living in a compara- 
tively modest size place, tobey 
jugs, beer mugs, etc. take too 
much room. Stamps are ideal for 
me, both from the standpoint of 
space required, and from the size 
of my pocket book.

From our correspondent in 
Swanbourne, West Australia, Mr.

scribed “Peace.” 

The commemorative stamps will 
be available to the general public 
on and after February 18 and will 
remain, on sale for about three 
months.

The Roundup will be a con- 
tinuous and intensive swapfest, as 
in previous years, uninterrupted 
by any programmed events. Pro- 
vision is made for any groups 
which may wish to hold a meeting 
during the Roundup.

Axis Issues Of Europe 
And The Philippines; 
New Scott Handbook 


Some months ago we address- 
ed a letter to Mr. Hugh M. Clark 
of Scott Publications with a sug- 
gestion that Scott publish in Cat- 
alog form a list of the Axis 1s- 
sues of the War period so that 
collectors might have a reliable 
guide for such stamps. 

Mr. Clark replied within a few 
days with the advice that such 
a book would be prepared but 








announcing the same _ at 
time, so we are not surprised 
when the book is announced and 
is now available. 

It is a booklet of nearly 60 
pages in regular catalog form, 
listing all of the known Axis is- 
sues which were t boo for Amer- 
ican collectors during the war 
period. 

The book is fully illustrated, 
page size is the same as_ the 
standard catalogue and the en- 
tire makeup is as the catalog. The 
single exception is that none of 
the stamps are priced, thus while 
we have a list for record, no 
price basis is given and collec- 
tors are thus without any sug- 
gested guide for value. 

The two books which we an- 
nounced last week by an English 
publisher are both with prices 
and thus offer the only available 
price guide on stamps of Ger- 
many and France. 

Comparing the Scott book with 
the English catalogs we note that 
Scott has omitted some _ items 
that are in the English book. It 
will doubtless be some time be- 
fore the status of all suspected 
issues of the war period will be 
determined. 

With the new Scott list we at 
least have a catalog number list- 
ing of the stamps and dealers can

RANDOM NOTES 


A Recording by 
SIDNEY BIRD 











Well, we’ve got the catalog of 
the first section of the Roosevelt 
collection, and we’ve got a lot of 
newspaper and magazine com- 
ments about the proofs, and with 
the exception of Mr. Clarence W. 
Brazer’s illuminating article in the 
current Mekeel’s Weekly, it ap- 
pears that most people are not 
favorably impressed with the idea 
of this large array of hitherto un- 
listed proofs coming on the mar- 
ket to clutter up American col- 
lecting. 

No matter what the ultimate 
verdict may be, there is no gain- 
saying the fact that there are, and 
always have been, entirely too 
many proofs, essays, and samples 
of U. S. stamps obtainable by un- 
authorized persons, and we’ve got 
to admit that collectors are to 
blame for this. 

They used to pester Senators 
and Repersentatives for old stamps 
until finally everything that could 
be proofed up was printed, on both 
India and card, and according to 
your importance, if any, you got 
this, that, or the other thing in a 
special envelope which contained 
a set of some particular things, 
Interiors on card, say. Then there 
were some special albums made 
with complete collections of these 
“proofs,” for presentation to im- 
portant guys, big tub-thumpers, 
and so on. But these proofs, so- 
called would be better described as 
fancy reprints, as they are pos- 
thumous in most cases, and were 
not made before the issue. 

In the case of some proofs, I 
think they were made to send to 
foreign postmasters-general, as I 
once owned a set of Omahas, both 
monochrome and bicolor, which 
had been sent to the postmaster at 
Honolulu. 

Since the turn of the century, 
anyway, proofs have not been 
frolicking around the way they 
used to, but it’s only about 25 
years, I believe, since you could 
buy a complete set of card proofs, 
about 335, I think, for $35 
from a Washington dealer now 
gone to his reward, if any. 

A quarter of a century ago the 
first S. U. S. Catalog appeared, a 
slight, morocco-bound volume 
which you could slip in a coat 
pocket and have plenty of room 
for a lunch pail, almost. THAT 
book was what stimulated people 
to go into all kinds of side-line or 
specialistic collecting, and natur- 
ally proofs have been booming 
ever since. 


Mr. Brazer has written and 
published a beautiful catalog of U. 
S. proofs, the result, no doubt, of 
a vast amount of research, and in 
great measure a labor of love. 

Those who are interested in U. 
S. proofs ceretainly will want to 
have this H. R. Harmer catalog of 
the Roosevelt collection, which il- 
lustrates no less than 170 of them, 
accompanied by Mr. Brazer’s data. 

My own attitude is, and always 
will be, that such things have no 
business to be in circulation, but 
they ARE. It is an accomplished 
fact, and there isn’t anything that 
anyone can do about it but put as as

good a face on the matter as pos- 
sible, buy the catalog, and see 
what they sell for. In view of the 
fact that most of them are unique, 
they are going to bring a lot of 
money—in those 60c dollars we 
use, since our $20 gold pieces were 
taken away and made $35 coins, 
so you and I managed to lose $15 
on each $20 we had. 

Mr. Brazer admits that he does’- 
nt approve the policies of the late 
F. D. R., either, so there we are. 

Both of us are just being honest 
about it, and hoping for the best, 
which will be, in future, that there 
are no more monstrous escape- 
ments of proofs of all kinds which 
should be destroyed. God knows 
we have stamps enough, without 
buying proofs and essays, and not 
even a millionaire can buy all the 
U. S_ varieties, because a lot of 
people have tried and couldn't. 
There are too many unique items, 
for one thing. The other 57 rea- 
sons don’t matter. 

The remainder of the offers con- 
sist of Latin America, with many 
proofs here, also. There are nu- 
merous presentation collections, 
some in elaborate albums and cas- 
kets, as well as some outstanding 
items like the Argentine centen- 
aries (7) with inverted centers, 
and a marvelous mint block of 
Brazil no. 2, which ought to get 
up into the four-figure class, even 


though it lists only $160 as singles, | 
which is ridiculously low. There 


are some very fine Argentine 
Rivadavias, too, and these are 
things which seldom turn up. 

Roosevelt admirers, of course, 
will want the catalog on account 
of the personal touch, and as a 
souvenir; portrait and numerous 
facsimile letters included, It’s 
worth the price, $1.50 for the book 
and prices, H. R. Harner, Inc., 32 
East 57 St., Ney York 22, N. Y. 

And have you seen that Irwin 
Heiman Green Sale catalog of Jan. 
8-9-10? This was the sale where 
they brought out that 24¢ air-mail 
invert and laid it on the block. 
Omar Khayyam couldn’t write any 
quatrains about something being 
sold for naught here: the block 
brought $22,000 or about 275,000 of 
the krans which were current in 
Omar’s day. 

This Green sale had 1026 lots in 
it, which listed $166,836. The cash 
take was $101.774. So the average 
price for everything was 60% of 
catalog. Right here we get into 
the intricate details with the 
breakdown into who bought for 
how much, and how many. 

It seems that one man bought 
273 lots listing $63,642 for $56,485, 
an average of 90% of cat. The re- 
maining 753 lots sold for $45,288 
re listed $101.193. An average of 

%. 

The 273 lots, 26.5% of them, 
brought over 45% of the total. 
while the 753 lots, 73.5% of them, 
brought only 45% of the total. 

Of course, the $22,000 for the in- 
vert block was the biggest item, 
but the same purchaser bought 
the 2c 1901 invert for $2100, and 
the 30c ‘69 with inverted flags for 
$1050. As he already had the 
block of eight airmail inverts with 
top marginal imprints and plate 
nos., and the block of four 24c ‘69 
inverts from the Crocker collect- 
ion, bought in November, 1938, this 
gentleman has a pretty fair start 
on a collection of inverted centers. 
By this time you know that he is 
Y. Souren, of the Philatelic Re- 
search Laboratories. 

And for those folks who think 
that $25 is too much for a 5c ‘47, 
he bought one that cost him $115, 
and a 10-center that set him $180. 
Average of all his buys, 90% of 
cat. and as I have previously 
shown in a couple of reviews 
that present U. S. prices are 95% 
of catalog (this was several mon- 
ths ago) it is faic to assume that 
this 90% paid was entirely rea- 
sonable and proper for such fine 
copies, Besides which, it should 
by this time be amply apparent 
to the “average” collector that he 
is going to take average copies if 
he pays average prices, and that 
slight imperfections are going to 
be disregarded from now on un- 
less sky-top prices are paid for 
ALL U. S. except things which the 
comparatively recent, and even 
those are ascending. 

And reverting to what Mr. Bra- 
zer says about the Roosevelt 
proofs, get Mekeel’s of Jan 28 and 
read what he says.

small die proofs an even one thou- 
sand dollars was realized for the 
Washington Bicentennial set. 

Considerable attention was fo- 
cussed on the mint sheets of post- 
age stamps, the majority of which 
had the President’s autograph in 
the margins. The heroic size photo 
of the late Chief Executive on the 
stage which overlooked the auc- 
tion room could well afford to 
smile when the prices were stu- 
died. The average price per sheet 
was above $150 when the Presi- 
dent’s name was present; even 
when it was not, the autograph of 
such a distinguished personage as 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Texas 
would enable an item to bring 
$100.00. Cheapest of these lots was 
a sheet of the Porto Rico, auto- 
graphed by the then Governor of 
the Territory which still sold at 
$60.00 even though it did not bear 
any reference to the President on 
it. Specifically, some of the prices 
were as follows: Sheet of the 3c 
Newburgh, $325; Sheet of 1c Chi- 
cago, $325.00; small souvenir sheet 
of the 3c Byrd Imperforate (Retail 
75c.), not even autographed by 
Roosevelt, $200.00; Maryland sheet 
$400.00; Set of Army and Navy 
sheets complete $1425.00; Famous 
Americans sheets complete $4095.- 
00. That condition was present in 
bidder’s minds despite the mad 
scramble which made them forget 
discretion was apparent when a 
very badly off centered sheet of the 
3c Chicago brought only $175- as 
compared with the $325 for the 
fairly well centered 1c. Similarly, 
the lowest price on any of the 
Presidential sheets, which were 
offered as single lots from the one 
cent to the fifty cent denomina- 
tion, were $150 each, except for 
a damaged 19c sheet with a stamp 
missing (did Eleanor need it for 
a letter?) which was a steal at 
$125.00. Some values in this set 
sold in excess of $200 per sheet. 

As the first session ended, bar- 
gain hunters who had come to the 
sale hoping to pick up some lots 
for $50 or $75 centered on the first 
imperforate printings of the Far- 
ley stamps, originally issueq in 
1934, which raised .the storm of 
protests which resulted in the re- 
printing of these stamps. Alleged- 
ly identifiable by shades on some 
values, bidders paid from $25 to 
$75 per lot for these, none of them 
bearing any concrete evidence that 
they were part of the Roosevelt 
collection, and all of them almost 
identical to similar blocks that 
could be bought from stamp deal- 
ers for a few cents. We shudder 
at the possibilities inherent in this 
situation where for years to come, 
material which never saw the 
White House can be represented 
as coming from the President’s 
collection. 

Sentiment was strongest when 
the album’s themselves from the 
President’s collection, without any 
stamps, were offered. Each of 
these was imitation Morocco, with 
the name FRANKLIN D. ROOSE- 
VELT imprinted in gold, with the 
Presidential Coat-of-Arms on the 
cover. These brought up to $100 
per album. 

The second session of the sale 
continued the same trend noticed 
the previous evening as lot after 
lot was sold at prices many, many 
times its philatelic value. The fact 
that the President’s collecting 
standards were iax, and that he 
cared ncthing if his stamps were 
damaged, creased or even straight 
edged, meant nothing to the bid- 
ders, who exhibited the same mad 
desire to own his philatelic pro- 
perties. 

_ Various uncut sheets of the orig. 
inal Farley reprints, which Gov- 
ernment officials solemly assured 
at the time did not exist with gum 
were sold at prices ranging be- 
tween $250 and $450.00, all of 
them having full gum on the back. 
These included the Newburgh, the 
Byrd, and the other imperforates. 
The sheet of the 16c Imperf air 
mail special delivery, also with 
gum, went at $1000 while the set 
of ten Park sheets in the same 
shape brought $1500.00. 

Straight edged and defective co- 
pies of the $1 and $2 Omaha 
brought prices ranging up to double 





catalog. Mr. Roosevelt’s collection 
of First Day covers brought ex- 
ceedingly high prices, even though 
offered in several large lots, bring- 
ing as high as $6 or $7 per cover, 
all of them of course being ad- 
dressed to the President. One col- 
lection of 52 envelopes, each ad- 
dressed to F, D. R. with either a 
complimentary or a derogatory 
title, brought $525, while a collec- 
tion of 140 modern Naval covers 
brought $425.00. 

The mint Zeppelin set brought 
$170 even though one value was 
creased, and five copies of the 50c 
Zeppelin used brought $130.00. 
The collection of Christmas Seals, 
just about complete mounted in a 
special album with a catalog val- 
uation of $500 brought $900, while 
a complete collection of Western 
Union telegraph stamps went at 
$525.00. 

In the United States Possessions 
and in the foreign stamps, the 
same trend continued, with no re- 
gard to either condition or catalog 
value. Full te double catalog was 
the rule on most lots by country, 
even though condition was purely 
average run, and even though 
there is no way to establish be- 
yond any doubt that the material 
was from the collection of the 
President. One accumulation of 
odds and ends, mostly cheaper 
stamps that were duplicates, went 
for $210.00.

The other day, after almost 
four years service in the Air 
Forces, this writer paid a wel- 
comed visit to stamp row in Chi- 
cago—good ole Washington street. 
‘It was a pleasant and homey 
feeling to walk down this street 
of stamp dealers—Ben’s, Stuart’s 
Whitebourgh’s to name a few. 

We trudged up a flight of 
stairs and came face to face with 
the jovial face of Joseph White- 
bourgh, who needs no introduc- 
tion to stamp dealers and collec- 
tors, especially those collecting 
precancels. Some of our readers 
might remember J. W. in the 
various interviews this writer 
had with him in the columns the 
“Chicago Herald-American” and 
the well known J. W. Bureau 
Album he published some time 


ago.

SUCKERS, ARE WE ALL OF US? 


In Scott’s Standard Postage

find a footnote appearing under 
a set of stamps reading “Stamps 
of the design shown above are 
not recognized by us as having 
been issued primarily for postal 
purposes” and also you will find a 
deletion of price on 
stamps with the notation that 
few of such stamps were sold 
for postal purposes, nearly all 
having been obtained by Y phil- 
atelic “speculators.

Much ink has been spilt on the 


pros and cons concerning the 
prerogative of the cataloguer to 
chastise any emmission of stamps 
because they were made soley to 
fleece the gulible collector. The 
speculator and his corhort, the un- 
scrupulous dealer, shout to the 
heavens “they can’t do this to us” 
and write sarcastic articles «bout 
the shortcomings and ignorance 
of the catalaigers, 
brow-beat them into submission. 
The more astute writers argue 
that perhaps the cataloguer has 
overstepped his duty to the col- 
lectors by censuring a certain is- 
sue of stamps and try to prove 
their point by illustrating a cov- 
er (philatelic, of course) to show 
that the stamps were actua!ly 
placed in circulation.

On the other hand, the collec- 


tors have always been divided 
on this issue. The matter came up 
for discussion at the Annual Con- 
vention of the American Phila- 
telic Society at New Orleans in 
1938. A committee recommended 
a resolution protesting’ the is- 
suance of so 
sheets and charity stamps, but 
the chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee opposed the adoption 
of the resolution with the com- 
ment 
stamp? I don’t know. I think all 
of us agree that certain issues of 
stamps are unnecessary and I 
think that this statement is 
strikingly accurate that the Unit- 
ed States for example has never 
issued a commemorative stamp 
for which there was any postal 
necessity. Are they speculative 
stamps? I don’t know?” A Miss 
Crane of the Souvenir Issues As- 
sociation injected into the discus- 
sion’ excerpts of an article ap- 
pearing in their official publica- 
tion wherein it stated that it was

nor is it any of my business what 
you collect. 

Now, if people want to buy 
these speculative things, let 
them buy them. I don’t ead 

v-hat a speculative stamp 

Were these green and vuihear 
shields at the time of the Cen- 
tennial a speculative issue? I 
don’t know and I don’t care. I am 
going to collect what I want and 
it is umnecessary and useless for 
us to tell any government in Eur- 
ope or in the United States that 
we are against this, that or the 
other thing. They are going to 
continue to print and issue them 
just as long as the suckers will 
buy them, and if they are suckers, 
let them be and I am for them.’ 


This problem of exploitation of 
collectors has been with us for 
many years and few seem to rea- 
lize how it has grown on us. Be- 
fore World War I a semi-postal 
or charity issue was practically 
unheard of the commemorative 
issues were more or less limited 
to events of great national impor- 
tance. The excessive prices 
brought by the provisional war 
issues opened the eyes of many 
foreign governments to how easy 
it was to raise a few millions of 
francs, lires, etc. by foistering an 


race was on. The flood of new is- 
sues since World War I has been 
tremendous, yet this very fact 
probably has been the stimulus 
for the millions of new collectors 
attracted to the hobby. What is 
the answer? The speculation in 
stamps? Perhaps. There is no 
doubt that there has been a great 
change in the methods of collec- 
ing and the attitude of the collec- 
tors during the past 25 years. The 
hobby has been highly commer- 
cialized and great emphasis has 
been laid on the investment and 
speculative side of the ohbby. 

New issues are again pouring 
out of Europe and some of the 
Latin-American countries and 
we are again confronted with the 
problem of being suckers or not. 
What are we to do? Our only 
advice can be that you must be 
the judge and decide where to 
<draw the line. However, getting 
back to the cataloguer, we hope 
that the collectors will continue 
to have their unbiased opinion of 
the issues of all countries and 
they will continue to exercise 
their prerogative to brand such 
issues as they believe to be high- 
ly speculative and doubtful. Wid- 
er publicity of such issues in the 
philatelic press should ajso be 
a great help. Furthermore, do not 
be in such a rush buying ‘hose 
new issues until you learn some- 
thing about them. Caveat emp- 
tor!!!

their belief that a boycott backed
